For  the  first  time  for  several  years,  the  School  were  not 
represented  in  the  Intermediate  League.  Owing  to  the  lack  of 
weight  and  years  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  1st  XV  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  withdraw  from  the  League  this  year  and 
concentrate  on  school  rugby. 

The  first  XV  enjoyed  a  very  successful  season,  losing  only 
three  of  the  eleven  games  played.  Two  of  these  defeats  were  by 
two-point  margins  and  one  by  a  four-point  margin. 

The  team  was  a  well-balanced  one  and  played  well  together. 
The  forwards  lacked  dash  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  but 
improved  tremendously  and  developed  into  a  fine  hustling  "pack". 
The  backs  were  fairly  sound  in  defence,  but  lacked  the  ability 
to  finish  oflf  their  attacks. 

Northrop  captained  the  side  well  and  was  given  good  support 
by  Hess. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  season  the  following  boys  were 
awarded  their  colours : — E.  C.  Hamber,  ].  W.  Hackney,  L  M. 
Drum,  W.  T.  Wilkinson.  N.  P.  Hager, 'B.  S.  Mackid,  A.  W. 
Mercer,  W.  S.  Leggat,  and  W.  R.  Smith.  The  old  colours  were 
as  follows : — C.  J.  Northrop,  L.  J.  Hess,  J.  L.  Atkinson,  J.  D.  C. 
Fitzgerald,  J.  C.  Holmes  and  T.  B.  Orme. 

The  2nd  XV,  led  by  Richardson,  were  a  very  good  team  this 
year,  the  backs  being  particularly  fast  and  clever.  Vides  and 
Smith  ii  were  especially  brilliant  and  should  be  very  prominent 
members  of  the  1st  XV  next  year.    The  great  weakness  of  the

team  was  the  place  kicking,  lack  of  ability  in  this  department  of 
the  game  being  directly  responsible  for  the  three  defeats  suffered. 

The  3rd  X\'.  captained  by  Coleman,  contained  some  fine 
material,  were  successful  in  winning  all  but  one  of  their  games, 
and  have  gained  much  valuable  experience. 

As  in- past  years,  the  ^fidgets  entered  a  team  in  the  com- 
petition for  the  Cowichan  Trophy.  Members  of  this  team  were 
limited  as  to  weight  to  120  lbs.  They  were  captained  by  Blakey. 
a  most  promising  player. 

The  Curtis  Cup  team  (  105  lbs.  )  was  led  by  West. 

Both  teams  played  several  games  outside  the  actual  com- 
petitions and.  though  always  considerably  outweighed,  gave  a 
good  account  of  themselves. 


Rugby  Characters  of  1st  X\' 

NORTHROP  (Captain  and  Five-eighths) — Xever  developed  in  attack 
as  he  should  have  done  and  rarely  made  use  of  his  speed.  A 
fair  ball-handler  and  kick.  Magnificent  in  defence  and  was 
ahvajs  seen  at  his  best  when  his  team  were  behind  or  hard 
pressed. 

HESS  (Vice-Captain  and  Inside  Three-quarter) — A  strong,  deter- 
mined runner  and  a  most  difficult  man  to  stop.  Ahvaj-s 
dangerous,  especially  near  the  line.  Handles  well  and  is  an 
excellent  kick,  but  is  as  yet  a  weak  tackle.  Inclined  to  hold 
on  too  long  and  starve  his  wing,  a  serious  fault  in  an  inside. 

MERCER  (Inside  Three-quarier ) — A  useful  inside  who  has  .greatly 
improved  in  attack  and  in  defence.  Combines  well  and  gives 
his  outside  plenty  of  opportunities.  "Plays  with  his  head  at 
all  times." 

ATKIXSOX  (Wing  Three-quarter) — A  very  fair  outside  who  unfor- 
tunately received  few  opportunities.-  -\  clever  runner  and  very 
dangerous   when   in   the   clear.     Excellent   in   defence. 

LEGG-\T  (Wing  Three-quarter) — A  fast,  determined  runner.  Com- 
bines well,  possesses  a  useful  hand-oflf  and  is  most  difficult  to 
stop.  Must  learn  to  be  more  resolute  in  defence.  -V  vastly 
improved  player. 

MACKID  i  (Scrum  Half) — Filled  his  position  with  great  success. 
Full  of  dash  in  attack  and  quick  to  set  his  backs  in  motion. 
A  fair  tackle  and  willing  at  all  times  to  fall  on  the  ball. 

HAGER  (Stand-off  Half) — Rather  nervous  and  at  times  failed  to  do 
himself  justice.  -An  uncertain  handler  and  inclined  to  hold  on 
too  long.  An  excellent  attacker  with  a  natural  swerve,  but 
weak  in  defence  as  j^et. 

HAMBER  (Full-back)— Very  steady  and  reliable.  Slow  in  getting 
to  the  ball,  but  handles  well,  is  a  splendid  tackle  and  kicks 
with  excellent  judgment.    Has  had  a  most  successful  season. 

FITZGER-\LD  \—A  really  good  Forward.  Filled  the  "hook"  position 
with  great  success,  good  in  the  line-out  and  always  on  the  ball 
in  the  "loose".  .\  splendid  tackle  and  fair  kick.  Handles  well 
and  has  learned  the  value  of  combination.  The  most  out- 
standing member  of  an   excellent  "Pack". 


DRUM — Excellent  in  the  "loose"  and  one  of  the  hardest  workers  on 
the  team.    A  fair  tackle,  but  a  weak  kick. 

SMITH  i — Fair  in  the  "loose"  and  useful  in  the  "tight"  scrum.  Very 
dangerous  indeed  when  near  the  line.  Does  not  combine  well 
and  is  weak  in  defence. 

WILKINSON — A  light  but  extremely  effective  forward  who  gave  his 
backs  good  support  both  in  attack  and  in  defence.  A  splendid 
individual  attacker,  but  combines  poorly.  An  excellent  tackle, 
but  a  weak  kick. 

HACKNEY — A  very  steady,  hard-working  forward.  Good  in  defence 
and  very  fair  in  attack.  Played  splendid  rugby  throughout  the 
season. 

ORME — His  return  to  the  side  late  in  the  season  improved  the  scrum 
greatly.  Useful  in  the  "tight"  and  in  the  line-out,  but  slow  in 
the  "loose".    A  good  defender. 

HOLMES — Developed  into  an  excellent  forward.  A  tower  of  strength 
in  the  line-out,  good  with  the  ball  at  his  feet  and  a  fair  kick. 
A  splendid  ball  handler  and  extremely  dangerous  near  the  line. 
Has  an  excellent  knowledge  of  the  game. 


University  School  1st  XV  v.  High  School 
Wednesday.  January  21st 

This  game,  the  first  of  the  Easter  Term,  was  with  the  present 
British  Columbia  High  School  Champions,  and  ended  in  a  very 
well-fought  draw,  0-0.  The  High  School  were  perhaps  a  little 
heavier  and  faster,  but  the  School  were  easily  the  more  aggres- 
sive and  possessed  greater  stamina. 

After  the  kick-off  by  the  School,  the  High  School  forwards 
took  the  ball  into  School  territory  and  play  remained  there  for 
several  minutes.  Fine  kicking  by  Northrop  and  Hamber,  how- 
ever, relieved  the  situation.  Leggat  and  Holmes  now  made  a  fine 
run  which  brought  the  School  well  into  "High"  territory,' but 
Robson  relieved  with  a  fine  rim.  The  School  now  forced  again, 
and  play  closed  in  the  first  half  with  the  School  very  near  to 
scoring. 

In  the  second  half  the  High  School  forced  with  a  fine  run  by 
Patrick  and  only  good  defence  work  by  the  School  forwards  and 
superb  tackling  by  Hamber  prevented  the  High  School  from 
scoring.  The  School  forwards,  however,  relieved  and  Smith  and 
Mercer  made  a  fine  run.

This  game  resulted  in  a  draw.  6-6.  It  was  easily  the  finest 
game  that  the  School  has  played  in  for  many  years.  From  begin- 
ning to  end  it  was  a  most  thrilling  struggle.  Both  teams  were 
very  evenly  matched,  with  perhaps  the  School  forwards  a  little 
heavier  and  the  backs  superior  in  handHng  and  aggressiveness. 

For  a  few  minutes  after  the  kick-oft'  by  the  School,  play  was 
in  the  Brentwood  half  of  the  field,  but  \\'eir  relieved  with  some 
fine  kicking.  Brentwood  then  forced,  but  fine  kicking  by  Hamber 
kept  them  from  crossing.  .The  School  now  forced  with  a  fine 
individual  run  by  Hager  and  also  a  good  three-quarter  run.  but 
Sharland  made  a  fine  run  for  Brentwood  and  almost  scored. 
Play  was  on  the  School  line  until  Holmes  led  a  forward  rush  to 
recover  a  little  ground.  Nevertheless.  Wilson  took  the  ball  from 
a  scrum  and  making  a  clever  run.  scored  a  try  .for  Brentwood. 
Arkell  failed  to  convert.  Soon  after  the  kick-oft"  a  fine  kick  to 
Arkell  by  fiercer  resulted  in  a  gain  in  territory  for  the  School, 
when  the  former  fumbled  it.  The  School,  however,  were  unable 
to  press  their  advantage  and  Weir  relieved  with  a  splendid  kick. 
Xorthrop  then  made  a  fine  run  for  the  School  and  Hess  and 
Leggat  made  further  gains,  but  the  half-time  whistle  left  both 
teams  in  the  Brentwood  twenty-five. 

Hardly  a  minute  after  the  second  half  had  begun,  the  School 
obtained  a  penalty  kick  and  Hess  put  over  a  very  fine  place-kick 
to  even  the  score.  With  the  score  even,  both  teams  fought  very 
hard  to  get  the  advantage.  \\'ilkinson  led  a  School  forward  rush 
into  the  Brentwood  twenty-five,  and  Hess  and  Atkinson  almost 
scored,  but  for  good  kicking  by  Hunter  and  Arkell.  This  enabled 
Brentwood  forwards  to  force  their  way  to  the  School  twenty-five 
line.  School  forwards  recovered  a  little  ground,  but  to  no  avail, 
as  Xixon  made  a  fine  run  for  Brentwood  to  recover  all  the  lost 
territory.  Brentwood  were  now  very  near. scoring,  but  Wilkinson 
led  a  forward  rush  to  relieve.  Xorthrop.  Leggat  and  Hess  then 
made  a  fine  run  to  the  Brentwood  ten-yard  line,  but  Brockie  and 
Mitchell  relieved.  Mercer.  Hess  and  Atkinson  then  made  a  fine 
run  for  the  School  and  the  latter  passed  to  Holmes,  who  sped 
twenty  yards  to  score  and  to  place  the  School  ahead  of  their 
redoubtable  opponents.

They  were  assisted  by 
Sergt. -Major  Watson  and  selected  X.C.O.'s  from  Work  Point 
Barracks. 

All  candidates  were  successful  in  the  practical  examination ; 
the  results  of  the  written  exams  are  not  as  yet  known. 

The  members  of  the  class  are  greatly  indebted  to  Captain 
Walls  and  Captain  ]\IacBrayne  for  the  work  they  did  in  enabling 
the  class  to  witness  the  demonstrations  at  Work  Point  Barracks, 
and  the  participation  in  the  sham  battle. 

On  Saturday  morning.  January  17.  the  class,  accompanied 
by  Captain  Inverarity.  visited  Work  Point  Barracks,  where  they 
saw^  and  examined  a  platoon  in  full  battle  kit.  The  boys  showed 
great  interest  in  the  gas  masks  and  Lewis  guns,  which  were  part 
of  the  equipment  of  the  platoon  on  parade. 

Following  the  examination  of  the  platoon,  the  Lewis  guns 
were  taken  to  Signal  Hill,  and  the  power  and  eiffectiveness  of 
sharp  bursts  of  fire  was  shown  on  a  miniature  target  at  short 
range.  All  the  bursts,  containing  from  three  to  six  shots,  could 
be  covered  with  the  palm  of  one's  hand,  thus  demonstrating  the 
accuracy  of  this  weapon. 

The  party  then  adjourned  to  a  different  part  of  the  hill, 
where  Regimental  Sergt. -Major  \M-iite  had  posted  a  Machine 
Gun  Section.  Sergt.-Major  AMiite  carefully  explained  the  Vickers 
machine  gun  and  its  uses  in  warfare.  He  then  proceeded  to 
demonstrate  the  points  of  his  lecture  by  using  the  two  guns, 
which  had  been  issued  with  tracer  bullets.  The  demonstration 
was  very  successful,  as  the  bullets  were  easily  seen  when  they 
splashed  into  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca.  Each  cadet  was 
allowed  to  fire  a  short  burst  from  one  of  the  machine  guns. 

On  Saturday  evening.  February  21st,  the  O.  T.  C.  class 
joined  the  V.  B.  C.  contingent  at  Work  Point  Barracks  to  work 
out  a  scheme  for  a  sham  battle,  to  take  place  the  following  day. 
Accordingly,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day  the  two  con- 
tingents joined  forces  to  form  an  infantry  platoon,  which  was  to 
be  in  pursuit  of  an  imaginary  enemy  which  was  endeavouring  to 
reach  its  transports  and  retire  to  Vancouver. 

The  tactical  scheme  worked  out  as  arranged,  and  those 
participating  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  instructive  and  interesting 
experience. 

Later  on  in  the  day  a  "pow-wow"  was  held  and  the  day's 
battle  gone  over  again.  Some  "movies"  were  shown  in  which 
troops  in  England  demonstrated  field  manoeuvres. 


Preliminary  Rounds 

On  the  evening  of  March  14th  the  preliminary  bouts  of  the 
competition  were  fought.  These  fights,  although  not  particularly 
numerous,  showed  that  there  was  some  fine  boxing  material  in 
the  school. 

The  most  vigorous,  evenly-matched  bout  was  between 
Fowler  and  Britton.  both  of  whom  displayed  great  courage  and 
hitting  power. 

Allen  iii  and  ^lackid  ii  also  demonstrated  fine  boxing  in  a 
bout  which  was  won  by  the  latter. 

The  Finals 

The  Finals  were  held  in  the  Gymnasium  ring  at  8.15  p.m. 
on  March  21st.  Mr.  A.  G.  Bolton  refereed  and  Messrs.  James 
Gray  and  J.  D.  Inverarity  officiated  as  judges.  Mr.  W.  R.  G. 
Wenman  was  official  timekeeper  and  Sergt.-IMajor  \\'atson  acted 
as  whip,  and  their  efficiency  contributed  greatly  to  the  speed  and 
smoothness  with  which  the  bouts  followed  one  another. 

Dobell  exhibited  a  hard-hitting  left  and  won  his  bout  ver\- 
decisively  from  Beeching. 

Competitors  in  the  finals  were  given  a  week  in  which  to 
complete  their  training. 

The  first  bout  of  the  evening  was  between  Drum  and  Leggat 
in  the  middleweight  class.  A  mixture  of  skill  and  heavy  hitting, 
with  Leggat  having  a  big  advantage  in  reach,  successfully  kept 
Drum  from  getting  in  at  close  range  and  doing  any  damage. 
Leggat.  throughout  the  three  rounds,  used  a  straight  left  to  good 
advantage,  thereby  gaining  the  decision. 

Following  this  event  came  Fitzgerald  and  Hill  in  the  light- 
heavyweight  division,  both  boys  being  willing  mixers  and  hard 
hitters.  It  was  clearly  a  case  of  which  one  would  land  the  knock- 
out blow,  and  in  this  respect  Hill  took  a  heavy  punch  on  the  chin 
and  was  counted  out  before  the  first  round  was  half  over. 

Featherston  and  ^lartin  iii.  in  the  70-lb.  class,  proceeded  to 
imitate  the  light-heavyweight.  Martin  was  clearly  outclassed  and 
unable  to  respond  for  the  second  round. 
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For  the  third  time  in  the  b(3xing  finals  at  the  School, 
Holstein-Rathlou  ii  and  iii  have  met  to  decide  the  championship 
in  their  special  division.  This  year  both  boys  fought  their  way 
through  the  preliminaries  and  semi-hnals  to  settle  a  winner  in 
the  80-lb.  class.  Each  year  Holstein-Rathlou  ii  has  been  success- 
ful, but  only  by  a  very  close  margin,  and  as  both  boys  have  a  very 
good  knowledge  of  the  game  and  are  willing  mixers,  the  thr^e 
rounds  are  always  much  appreciated  by  the  spectators. 

Walker,  always  ready  to  stand  toe-to-toe  and  decide  a  winner 
in  that  way,  met  an  opponent  just  as  willing  in  Diamond.  The 
latter  had  the  advantage  of  mixing  science  and  punching  ability 
at  the  same  time.  The  result  was  a  victory  for  Diamond  in  the 
90-lb.  class. 

Holstein-Rathlou  i  gave  possibly  the  best  boxing  exhibition 
of  the  evening.  Always  cool  and  using  excellent  judgment,  timing 
his  blows  very  well  and  never  wasting  any  effort  by  missing  his 
target,  he  was  announced  winner  in  the  100-lb.  class  against 
Mercy  ii.  With  more  experience,  the  latter  will  be  heard  from 
again,  as  he  has  a  natural  style  and  is  quick  on  the  defence. 

In  the  flyweight  class  the  audience  was  given  a  splendid 
display  of  science  and  fire-works.  This  bout  ended  in  a  draw. 
Blakey,  ever  ready  to  mix  it,  had  difficulty  at  times  in  getting 
under  Swan's  guard,  but  both  boys  gave  and  took  plenty  of 
punishment.  Had  Swan  been  in  better  condition  the  result  might 
easily  have  been  different.  However,  towards  the  latter  part  of 
the  fight,  he  showed  weariness  from  the  aggressive  tactics  of 
Blakey. 

Clay  and  Tulk  i,  both  weighing  118  lbs.,  put  up  an  excellent 
fight  and  as  the  judges  disagreed,  the  deciding  vote,  given  by  the 
referee,  named  the  contest  a  draw.  Clay,  by  a  close  margin,  took 
the  points  for  cleancut  blows,  but  his  defence  was  unable  to  cope 
with  the  forcing  attacks  used  by  Tulk,  who  was  ever  on  top  of 
his  opponent  and  getting  home  a  good  many  telling  blows. 

The  featherweight  fight  was  possibly  one  of  the  most  hotly- 
contested  events  of  the  evening.  Stapells  and  Dobell  gave  and 
took  heavily  during  the  three  rounds.  Stapells,  having  a  slight 
edge  from  the  view-point  of  science,  was  announced  the  winner. 
In  all  other  respects  the  fight  was  very  even. 

Mackid  ii  won  his  weight  this  year  in  the  welterweight  class 
by  knocking  out  Britton  in  the  first  round.  The  latter,  a  willing 
fighter,  with  lots  of  hitting  power  and  courage,  met  his  equal  in 
every  respect  except  that  of  past  experience.  Mackid  has  gained 
this  in  the  boxing  ring,  and  it  stood  him  in  good  stead.  A  beauti- 
fully timed  and  placed  right  chop  dropped  IVitton  for  the  full 
count. 
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For  many  years  past  there  has  always  been  a  ruHng  that  a 
winner  in  any  weight  could  enter  his  name  for  the  privilege  of 
challenging  for  the  School  Championship.  This  year  Leggat, 
150  lbs.,  and  Fitzgerald  i.  170  lbs.,  volunteered,  and  were  brought 
together  to  decide  who  should  win  the  highest  honour  in  the 
School  for  boxing.  Leggat.  although  the  lighter  by  14  lbs.,  had 
a  big  advantage  in  reach,  and  yet  it  was  quite  apparent  that  he 
had  respect  for  the  hitting  power  of  Fitzgerald.  The  latter  forced 
the  fighting  from  the  start,  and  it  was  only  the  cool  judgment  and 
excellent  defence  of  Leggat  that  kept  Fitzgerald  from  doing  a 
great  deal  of  damage.  So  fast  and  hard  was  the  attack  that 
condition  soon  told.  It  was  not  long  before  Leggat  took  the 
offensive,  using  a  straight  left,  finally  dropping  Fitzgerald  with 
a  left  hook  for  the  full  count. 

A  much-coveted  award  is  that  for  "the  most  scientific  boxer 
of  the  School".  This  was  awarded  to  Allen  iii,  140  lbs.,  although 
he  was  loser  to  Mackid  ii  in  the  semi-finals.

Literary  and  Debating  Society 

Inaugural  ]\Ieetin'g, — January   14th 

The  1931  season  of  the  University  School  Literary  and 
Debating  Society  was  ofificially  opened  by  Mr.  W'estmacott,  at  the 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  January  14th,  at  7.00  p.m.  A  revised  Hst 
of  rules  was  submitted  to  the  House  and  accepted.  The  following 
officers  were  then  elected : —

Secretary :  Hackney 

Conunittee:  Northrop,  Mackid  i,  Hager,  Carlyle  ii 

The  Honorary  President,  the  Headmaster,  delivered  the 
inaugural  address,  and  at  eight  o'clock  the  meeting  was  brought 
to  a  close. 


2nd  Meeting — January  22nd 

The  President  took  the  chair  in  the  second  meeting,  which 
was  called  together  to  discuss  the  motion,  "Resolved  that  India 
should  not  be  granted  Home-Rule". 

Carlyle  i,  the  proposer,  dealt  at  length  with  the  political 
problems  of  India,  mentioning  the  religious  difficulties  and 
complications  of  the  caste  system.  He  showed  how  difficult  it  is 
to  educate  the  Indians,  and  pointed  out  the  almost  insolvable 
task  of  forming  a.  satisfactory  representative  government.  The 
proposer  concluded  with  a  quotation  from  an  English  magazine. 

Mackid  i.  leading  the  opposition,  then  rose,  and  after  com- 
batting Carlyle's  arguments,  proceeded  to  enlighten  the  House  on 
the  merits  of  Home-Rule  for  India.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that 
large  numbers  of  Indians  have  been  educated  in  English  univer- 
sities and  are  quite  capable  of  administering  their  country's 
politics. 

Weaver,  supporting  the  motion,  dwelt  at  length  on  the  in- 
surmountable barrier  ofifered  by  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
languages  spoken  by  the  Indians.  He  argued  that  very  few 
Englishmen  understand  the  problems  of  the  country,  and  ended 
with  a  choice  pun. 

Drum  seconded  the  opposition.  He  demolished  the  argu- 
ments of  the  affirmative  by  a  series  of  humourous  remarks  which 
were  warmly  applauded  by  the  House.  He  felt  that  Britain  could 
give  India  her  independence  without  forfeiting  any  of  her 
interests  there,  and  urged  that  the  Indians  have  always  shown  the 
most  outstanding  loyalty  to  the  ^Motherland.  His  final  statement 
was,  that  if  the  Indians  were  given  Home-Rule,  they  would 
certainly  become  a  responsible  people. 
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Carlyle.  replying  to  Drum's  arguments,  said  that  the  opposi- 
tion were  shghtly  inaccurate.  He  said  India  is  far  too  large  a 
country  to  be  experimented  on  by  Great  Britain. 

The  arbitrators,  the  Honorary  President.  Xorthrop.  Hager 
and  Hackney,  then  voted  on  the  motion,  which  was  carried  bv  a 
ballot  of  3  votes  to  2.  Following  this,  the  President  offered  a 
short  criticism  of  the  debate,  and  the  Honorary  President  also 
spoke  briefly. 


3rd  ^Ieetinx. — January  29th 

The  topic  of  the  second  debate  was.  "Resolved  that  Bachelors 
should  be  Taxed".    The  President  conducted  the  meeting. 

Carlyle  ii,  in  opening  the  debate,  drew  attention  to  the 
custom  in  ancient  Sparta  when  bachelors  were  penalized  for  the 
oft'ence  of  celibacy.  Furthermore  he  insisted  that  a  handsome 
contribution  to  the  state  is  the  least  a  bachelor  can  do  to  equalize 
the  burden  a  married  man  assumes  in  rearing  children  for  the 
service  of  the  state. 

Hornibrook  assumed  that  a  married  man  with  seven  children 
or  over  would  enjoy  such  an  income  tax  abatement  as  would 
make  him  the  envy  of  the  mere  bachelor.  He  thought  that  the 
married  man's  expenses  are  greatly  over-rated  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  almost  as  expensive  to  "court"  a  girl  as  to  maintain 
a  wife. 

Fowler  disposed  of  the  argument  of  the  opposition  to  the 
effect  that  some  of  the  ill-favored  bachelors  found  it  hard  to 
marry,  even  if  they  would,  by  reminding  the  House  that  for 
every  "homely  youth  "  there  is  a  "homely  maiden". 

Hackney,  seconding  the  opposition,  remarked  that  many 
prominent  Canadian  men  are  bachelors.  He  insisted  that  prudent 
men  shotild  not  be  penalized  for  their  good  sense  in  remaining 
unmarried.  He  advocated  a  tax  on  spinsters  as  being  more 
remunerative  than  one  on  bachelors.  He  also  urged  that  a 
bachelor  tax  would  drive  young  men.  who  could  least  aft'ord  it, 
into  matrimony. 

The  proposer  of  the  motion  then  replied,  following  which 
the  House  was  thrown  open  to  discussion.  Worthington.  Cawston 
and  Coleman  spoke.  As  a  result  of  the  arbitration  the  motion 
was  carried  by  a  vote  of  three  to  one.  The  House  was  adjourned 
after  a  few  remarks  bv  the  President. 


4th  ^Ieetixg — February  5th 

]\Ir.  Gibson  addressed  the  House  at  the  fourth  meeting, 
taking  for  his  subject  "A  Motor  Trip  to  Blount  Sinai".  The 
Mce-Presid^nt   introduced   the   speaker.    The  lecture   was  illus- 


trated  with  a  series  of  remarkable  lantern  slides,  which  showed 
very  clearly  the  desert  country  through  which  the  party  motored 
between  Suez  and  Mt.  Sinai.  Mr.  Gibson  related  several  Arabian 
legends  and  explained  some  phenomena  which  are  mentioned  in 
the  Bible.  One  of  these  was  the  so-called  "burning  bush",  on 
which,  through  a  hole  in  the  rock,  a  ray  of  the  sun  shines  once  a 
year.  The  House  was  thrilled  by  views  and  description  of  a 
monastery  burial  ground  in  which  dismembered  bodies  are  placed 
after  maturing  for  three  years.  The  lecture  came  to  a  close  with 
a  view  of  the  summit  of  Mt.  Sinai,  and  the  Vice-President  led 
in  three  cheers  for  the  speaker. 


5th  Meeting — February  12th 

Mackid  i  took  the  chair  at  the  fifth  meeting.  The  resolution 
before  the  House  was,  "Russia  will  some  day  be  as  great  a 
Nation  as  the  United  States". 

Cawston  spoke  first.  He  insisted  that  it  is  resources, 
produce,  etc.,  that  make  for  greatness,  and  not  culture.  He  men- 
tioned a  few  landmarks  in  Russian  history,  and  quoted  some 
statistics.  In  closing,  he  stated  that  Russia's  army,  trained  by 
Germans,  is  unexcelled,  and  that  18,000  male  and  female  pilots 
are  being  trained  for  the  air  service. 

Northrop  argued  that  America's  potentialities  in  nearly 
every  branch  of  industry  are  superior  to  Russia's.  Russian  serf- 
dom has  been  unchanged  since  the  war;  her  150,000,000  peasants 
are  bound  to  the  soil  and  paid  negligible  wages,  which  accounts 
for  her  ability  to  lower  prices.  His  address  ended  with  the 
Scandinavian  proverb :  "Scratch  a  Russian  and  you  find  a  bear". 

Gardner,  supporting  the  motion,  insisted  that  Russia  has 
large  quantities  of  iron  which  are  being  utilized  in  the  manu- 
facture of  Ford  cars  and  tractors.  Russian  deficiency  in  politics 
i's  filled  by  many  able  foreign  statesmen,  he  said. 

In  his  reply  to  the  opposition,  Cawston  reminded  them  that 
they  were  not  dealing  with  the  present,  but  with  the  future 
Russia.  He  drew  attention  to  huge  increase  in  trade  since  the 
introduction  of  the  "five-year  plan". 

The  motion  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  3  to  2.  The  Honorary 
President,  Carlvle  i,  Drum,  Weaver,  and  Carl  vie  ii  arbitrated. 


6th  AIeeting — February  19th 

A  debate  on  the  motion.  "Resolved  that  Anglo-Saxons  only 
should  be  permitted  to  immigrate  into  Canada"  was  the  public 
business  of  the  sixth  meeting  of  the  Society.    Carlyle  ii  presided. 

P>ovey,  the  proposer  of  the  motion,  stated  that  Slavs  form 
a  majority  of  the  foreigners  in  Canada,  with  Chinese  a  close 
second.    He  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  latter  are  not  beneficial 


to  Canada  because  they  send  all  their  earnings  back  to  China. 
Probable  disloyalty  in  time  of  war  was  another  point  against  the 
foreigners,  he  argued. 

Stapells  contradicted  this  and  argued  that  if  foreigners  are 
willing  to  pay  a  high  poll-tax  on  entering  the  Dominion,  they  are 
surely  prepared  to  be  loyal  to  it.  He  opined  that  foreigners  would 
provide  employment  for  many  school  teachers. 

Smith  iv,  seconder  for  the  opposition,  argued  that  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  population,  though  small,  would  be  excellent  citizens. 
Britain's  success  in  colonizing  other  lands  certainly  indicates  the 
probability  of  similar  success  in  Canada,  he  thought. 

Clay,  for  the  opposition,  said  that  if  the  British  are  such 
excellent  colonizers,  they  should  be  able  to  supplant  the  foreign 
element  in  Canada.  He  insisted  that  allowing  aliens  into  the 
Dominion  would  promote  friendly  relations  with  other  countries. 

The  honorable  proposer  did  not  reply  to  the  opposition. 

Drum,  Boyce.  Fowler  and  the  Honorary  President  then 
proceeded  to  arbitrate  on  the  motion,  which  was  lost. 

The  House  adjourned  after  a  brief  address  by  the  Honorary 
President. 


7th  Meeting — February  26th 

The  seventh  meeting  of  the  Society  was  called  to  discuss  the 
motion,  ''Resolved  that  World  Peace  will  be  obtained  through 
Education  rather  than  through  Disarmament".  Northrop  took 
the  chair. 

Coleman,  the  first  speaker,  likened  education  to  a  tonic, 
which  had  gently  beneficial  effects  on  a  country,  while  disarma- 
ment, he  said,  was  like  a  very  violent  medicine.  He  mentioned 
that  many  great  men.  such  as  President  Wilson  of  the  United 
States,  were  great  educators. 

Wilkinson,  leading  the  opposition,  gave  several  statistics. 
Britain,  he  said,  scrapped  many  ships  after  the  war.  while  the 
Americans  increased  their  navy.  The  great  men  do  not  all  support 
education,  he  argued,  and  mentioned  Briand.  Kellog  and  Bryan, 
who  favour  disarmament. 

IMackid  ii,  in  support  of  the  motion,  argued  that  the  accept- 
ance of  disarmament  would  result  in  an  increase  of  unemploy- 
ment and  a  decrease  in  industry.  Diplomacy,  he  said,  can  only 
succeed  with  the  co-operation  of  educated  nations.  He  noted  also 
that  the  only  nations  which  support  the  League  of  Nations  are 
those  which  are  well  educated. 

Worthington,  for  the  motion,  argued  that  without  arms, 
nations  would  not  wish  to  make  war.  He  reasoned  that  even  as 
a  school  likes  to  display  a  fine  rugby  team,  countries  like  to 
display  great  armaments.  The  gradual  elimination  of  armaments 
would,  he  thDught.  eliminate  the  necessity  of  weapons  of  war. 


Coleman  took  the  privilege  of  the  proposer  to  refute  the 
arguments  of  the  last  speaker,  and  offered  some  very  substantial 
arguments  against  those  of  the  opposition. 

When  the  House  was  thrown  open  to  discussion,  Gardner 
and  Drum  spoke  for  the  motion,  while  Hornibrook.  Cawston, 
Boyce  and  Hackney  spoke  against  it. 

The  arbitrators.  Weaver,  Fowler,  Carlyles  i  and  ii  and  the 
Honorary  President  upheld  the  motion  by  a  vote  of  4  to  1. 


8th  Meeting — March  5th 

At  this  meeting  the  President  took  the  chair  to  conduct  an 
■'Extempore  Speech  Contest".  This  was  the  first  occasion  on 
which  anything  like  this  has  been  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Society.  After  explaining  the  rules  of  the  contest,  the  President 
proceeded  to  call  upon  various  members  of  the  House.  The 
speakers  and  their  topics  were  as  follows : — Coleman,  "A  visit 
to  the  Cathedral  in  Toledo";  Fitzgerald,  "How  Safe  is  Flying?"; 
Allen  iii,  "The  President  of  Peru"  ;  Hawes,  "The  Production  of 
Gold";  Swan.  "The  Panama  Canal";  Mercer,  "Construction 
Work  in  Canada";  McKee,  "A  First  Night  at  School";  Brown  ii, 
"From  Arrival  in  Mctoria  to  the  Second  Day  of  School" ;  Smith 
iv,  "An  Encounter  with  a  Leopard"  ;  Clement,  "Apple  Growing 
in  British  Columbia" ;  Hill,  "The  Evils  of  Radio-Advertising". 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  contest,  the  President  adjudged  that 
Fitzgerald  had  the  best  mode  of  delivery,  while  Swan  presented 
the  best  subject  matter. 


9th  Meeting — March  12th 

Hager  took  the  chair  at  the  ninth  meeting,  the  public  business 
of  which  was  a  debate  on  the  motion.  "Resolved  that  Capital 
Punishment  should  be  Abolished". 

Fitzgerald  opened  the  debate.  He  enlarged  on  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "punishment",  and  then  traced  the  development  of 
punitive  methods  from  the  eighteenth  century.  In  his  opinion, 
capital  punishment  was  as  barbarous  as  mediaeval  torture  and 
should  be  non-existent  in  civilized  countries. 

Allen  ii  assisted  the  argument  of  the  opposition  with  various 
statistics  from  certain  of  the  United  States.  The  fact  that  the 
average  duration  of  life  imprisonment  was  only  four  years  was 
sufficient  argument  for  capital  punishment. 

Mercer  supported  Fitzgerald's  view  on  the  barbarity  of 
capital  punishment  and  its  similitude  to  mediaeval  torture.  He 
favored  the  lash  as  the  most  effective  punitive  measure,  and 
thought  that  criminals  should  be  made  to  atone  for  their  offences 
by  working  for  society. 


Allen  i  supported  the  opposition.  He  said  that  the  only 
states  which  did  not  have  capital  punishment  were  small  and  had 
few  criminals.  He  asked  the  members  of  the  House  if  they  did 
not  support  capital  punishment  as  a  fair  means  of  punishing  a 
murderer. 

The  proposer,  Fitzgerald,  answered  the  arguments  of  the 
opposers,  and  then  the  motion  was  put  to  arbitration.  The  vote 
was  three  to  one  for  the  motion.  The  Honorary  President.  Drum. 
Coleman  and  Weaver  arbitrated. 


10th  ]\Ieetixg — ]\Iarch  26th 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  evening  of 
March  26th.  the  \'ice-President  in  the  Chair.  Mr.  \\'estmacott 
addressed  the  House  on  "Some  Sports  and  Pastimes  of  Spanish 
America". 

"Pelota"  or  "Fronton"'  was  the  first  game  which  Mr. 
W'estmacott  described.  He  traced  its  history  to  its  origin  in  the 
Pyrenees,  where  it  has  been  played  by  the  Basques  for  hundreds 
of  years  and  has  in  course  of  time  permeated  to  most  parts  of 
Latin-America,  where  it  is  extremely  popular,  especially  among 
Spaniards,  its  chief  and  most  expert  exponents  always  being 
Basques,  who  are  employed  as  professionals  at  large  salaries. 

The  speaker  emphasized  the  excessive  speed  of  the  game, 
which  he  described  as  "the  fastest  game  in  the  world,"  the  flight 
of  the  ball  being  so  rapid  at  times  that  the  eye  of  the  spectator 
could  not  follow  it.  He  then  went  on  to  describe  in  detail  how 
the  game  was  played. 

The  second  part  of  ^Ir.  W'estmacott's  address  consisted  of 
a  description  of  an  afternoon  at  the  bull  ring.  He  emphasized  the 
point  that  although  he  greatly  admired  the  picturesqueness  and 
superb  technique  of  the  bull-fight,  he  was  not  a  supporter  of  the 
sport  on  purely  humanitarian  grounds.  He  then  invited  his 
audience  to  accompany  him  to  the  "Plaza  de  Toros"  in  ^Mexico 
City.  He  described  in  detail  the  gorgeous  procession  round  the 
bull  ring,  the  "capeadores",  who  play  the  bull  with  their  gay 
cloaks,  the  "picadores"  on  their  sorry  nags,  which  they  allow  to 
be  ripped  up  by  the  cruel  horns  of  the  fierce  beasts,  the  "bander- 
illeros"  with  their  wonderful  poise  and  footwork  as  they  thrust 
home  their  colored  darts  as  the  bull  rushes  past,  and  finally  the 
"matadors"  themselves — three  to  each  "corrida" — who  "hold" 
the  bull  with  their  scarlet  cloths  while  they  thrust  to  the  heart 
with  their  long  swords.  The  speaker  also  described  the  ingenious 
method  of  dealing  with  a  docile,  or  "non-fighting"  bull,  as  well  as 
the  measures  that  are  taken  when  the  bull,  as  not  infrequently 
happens,  jumps  the  barrier  in  pursuit  of  some  "toreador". 

The  lecture  was  much  appreciated  and  warmly  applauded, 
and  at  its  conclusion  the  members  were  invited  to  inspect  a  few 
pictures  and  photographs  which  the  speaker  exhibited. 


Debate  at  Oak  Bay  Hic.h  School — April  17th 

A  lively  debate  took  place  at  Oak  Bay  High  School  on 
Friday.  April  17th.  The  principals  were  Carlyle  i  and  Coleman 
for  the  School,  and  Estelle  Matheson  and  Catherine  Youdal  for 
Oak  Bay.  The  subject  was  that  it  was  resolved  "That  India  is 
at  present  in  no  fit  state  to  receive  unqualified  Dominion  Status". 

Estelle  IVIatheson  was  the  proposer  of  the  motion.  Before 
beginning  her  points  she  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  argument 
dealt  with  the  present  and  not  with  the  future.  She  then  com- 
pared India  with  Canada,  asking  how  many  years  it  would  take 
India  to  gain  self-government  if  it  took  Canada  one  hundred 
years.  The  proposer's  next  point  was  that  the  demand  for  self- 
government  came,  not  from  the  masses  of  India,  but  from  a  few 
religious  fanatics  such  as  Ghandi.  The  speaker  then  gave  a  short 
summary  of  political  history  in  India,  and  wound  up  with  a 
synopsis  of  her  points. 

Carlyle  i  then  rose  to  put  forward  the  case  for  the  opposi- 
tion. After  pointing  out  the  disadvantages  of  having  an  external 
government  for  India,  he  answered  the  arguments  of  the  affirma- 
tive. He  then  stated  the  ideal  of  the  British  colonial  policy,  and 
quoted  from  the  Simon  Report.  He  reminded  the  House  of  the 
devotion  of  Indian  soldiers  in  the  World  War,  and  suggested  that 
Home  Rule  would  be  an  excellent  reward  for  them.  Finally,  he 
said  that  the  Indians  can  hardlv  be  less  intelligent  than  the 
citizens  of  Chicago  who  elected  Thompson  mayor  of  their  city 
for   fourteen  years. 

Catherine  Youdal  then  rose  to  the  defence  of  her  side  and. 
after  answering  the  arguments  of  the  negative,  elaborated  on  the 
political  situation  in  India.  She  deprecated  Ghandi's  policy  of 
passive  resistance  and  showed  how  he  urges  the  Indians  to 
acts  of  violence  under  the  excuse  of  religion.  Giving  an  instance 
of  their  violence,  Miss  Youdal  insisted  that  the  Indians  before 
they  can  govern  their  country,  must  first  learn  to  govern  them- 
selves. She  showed  how  India  needs  the  protection  of  Britain's 
navy,  since  she  has  none  of  her  own.  Miss  Youdal's  address 
concluded  with  a  summary  of  her  own  and  her  opponent's 
argimients. 

Coleman's  argument  commenced  with  a  defence  of  the 
negative.  He  insisted  that  India  has  some  fine  soldiers  and  a 
navy  in  embryo  and  not  a  few  but  all  the  Indians  were  repre- 
sented in  the  demand  for  Home  Rule.  Continuing  with  his 
argument,  he  said  that  the  Simon  Commission  had  advocated  a 
more  generous  measure  of  self-government  for  the  Indians.  With 
Home  Rule,  he  said,  the  English  Civil  Service  would  be  retained 
until  the  Indians  were  sufficiently  educated  to  administer  this 
branch  of  the  government. 

Carlyle  i.  the  proposer,  replied  at  length  to  the  arguments 
of  the  opposition. 


The  arbitrators  were  Capt.  Buck  from  X'ictoria  High  School, 
Mr.  Gibbard  from  Oak  Bay  High  School,  and  Major  Simpson 
from  the  School.  After  lengthy  deliberation,  their  vote  was  cast 
in  favour  of  University  School. 


Debate  with  St.  Marg.\rEt's  School — May  26th 

A  debate  was  held  at  A'ictoria  High  School  on  Wednesday, 
May  26th,  to  decide  the  winner  of  the  shield  presented  by  the 
Victoria  High  School  Modern  History  Club.  Miss  Deborah  Aish 
and  Miss  Eileen  Parkhill  represented  St.  Margaret's  School, 
while  Carlyl'e  i  and  Coleman  spoke  for  the  School.  The  motion 
before  the  House  was.  "Resolved  that  Private  Ownership  of 
Industry  and  Transport  is  preferable  to  State  Ownership." 

Coleman  was  the  proposer  of  the  motion.  After  a  short 
introduction  of  the  topic,  he  commenced  his  argument.  In  the 
first  place,  he  insisted,  "the  State  is  intended  to  control  the 
countrv's  politics  and  not  its  business.  As  examples  of  industries 
controlled  respectively  by  the  State  and  by  private  concerns,  he 
offered  the  Canadian  National  and  Canadian  Pacific  railways. 
The  former  is  run  at  a  huge  annual  loss,  while  the  latter  flourishes. 
The  fact  that  the  employee  of  the  State  works  for  an  employer 
with  whom  he  has  no  connection,  discouraged  incentive  and 
ambition  in  the  workman,  thought  Coleman. 

Miss  Aish  believed  that  the  introduction  of  State  control 
would  make  profit  secondary  to  quality  and  would  stop  the 
quarrel  between  labor  and  capital.  She  gave  as  examples  of 
successful  State  undertakings  the  Panama  Canal,  vast  irrigation 
systems  in  the  United  States  and  canals  in  India.  The  speaker 
also  lauded  the  success  of  state-owned  railways  in  France.  By 
the  State  control  system,  she  said,  the  automobile  industry  alone 
would  pour  eighty-five  million  dollars  into  Canada's  treasury. 

Carl  vie  i.  seconder  for  the  affirmative,  thought  that  profit 
should  not  be  made  secondary  to  quality.  He  considered  that  the 
Panama  Canal  was  hardly  a  fair  example  of  a  State  project, 
because  it  was  one  which  could  not  possibly  be  undertaken  by 
private  concerns.  He  stated  that  the  Western  Railway,  one  of 
the  chief  government-owned  railways  in  France  was  obliged  to 
depend  on  aid  from  the  country  to  avoid  bankruptcy.  The 
speaker  insisted  that  when  a  private  company  goes  bankrupt, 
only  the  stock-holders  suffer,  while  the  whole  country  is  affected 
when  a  State  owned  business  becomes  defunct. 

Miss  Parkhill  was  of  the  opinion  that  private  ownership 
causes  unemployment.  She  considered  that  the  Dole  system 
proves  how  corrupt  the  present  type  of  government  is.  Large 
companies  are  able  to  obtain  monopolies  of  trade,  she  said,  and 
gave  as   an   example  the    Sunlight    Soap   Company   in   England, 


which  controls  ah  soaj)  manufacturing  in  England.  !\Iis5  Parkhill 
said  that  at  present  the  French  government  is  building  homes  for 
hundreds  of  Algerian  natives,  in  an  attempt  to  improve  iheir 
social  status,  and  she  asked  whether  private  companies  would 
undertake  such  beneficial  actions.  She  offered  the  suggested 
nationalization  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  as  a  sign  point- 
ing to  the  coming  of  State  ownership  of  all  industry  and 
transport. 

Coleman  said  in  his  reply  that  although  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  had  borrowed  a  large  sum  from  the  government,  it 
had  repaid  it  in  a  very  few  years.  The  fact  that  Canada's  wheat 
is  lying  idle  in  her  granaries  is,  he  argued,  due.  not  to  the  weak- 
ness of  the  present  government,  but  to  the  fact  that  Russian 
wheat  is  being  placed  on  the  market  at  dumping  prices  with  which 
no  other  country  can  compete.  Regarding  the  statement  of  the 
opposition  that  great  business  men  take  money  from  the  State, 
he  said  that  such  men  as  Rockefeller  are  renowned  for  their  large 
donations  to  charity  and  not  for  the  sums  they  obtain  by  exploiting 
the  public. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  debate,  the  judges  retired  to  make 
their  decision,  and.  after  a  short  deliberation,  announced  the 
decision  had  been  awarded  to  St.  ^Margaret's  School  by  a  very 
close  margin.  The  arbitrators  were  ^Ir.  Nicholas  of  the  A'ictoria 
Times.  Capt.  Buck  of  Mctoria  High  School,  and  Miss  Cann  of 
St.  Margaret's  School. 

After  the  announcement  had  been  made,  the  chairman  called 
on  Capt.  Buck  to  present  the  cup  to  the  winners. 


Golf  Notes

FOLLOWING  the  established  custom  of  the  School,  the  annual 
Athletic  Sports  were  held  on  June  3rd.  The  weather  was 
wonderful — a  bright,  sunny  day.  though  possibly  a  trifle 
too  hot  for  really  good  performances,  although  the  fine  weather 
was  instrumental  in  drawing  a  record  crowd  to  the  ground.  The 
ground  could  not  have  been  in  better  shape,  for  it  had  several 
weeks  of  continuously  hot  days  with  only  a  couple  of  showers, 
neither  of  them  near  the  3rd. 

A  noticeable  feature  of  the  day  was  the  exceptional  number 
of  Old  Boys  who  were  present.  Several  of  them  had  created 
records  in  their  time,  and  were  witnesses  to  the  fact  that  none 
were  broken  this  year  by  the  present  boys.  However,  they  them- 
selves point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  they  bettered  the  time  for 
the  relay  race  between  Old  Boys  and  School  by  more  than  a 
second.  That  is  surely  a  notable  achievement  when  we  remember 
the  strong  team  which  set  the  record  back  in  1927. 

The  struggle  for  the  senior  championship  was  between 
Xorthrop  and  Leggat.  The  latter  finished  second  to  Xorthrop 
in  every  event  in  which  the  two  ran  together,  and  took  a  second 
to  the  former's  third  in  the  broad  jump.  Xorthrop  won  the 
division  with  17  points  to  his  credit;  Leggat  was  runner-up 
with  11.  The  champion  obtained  firsts  in  the  100.  220.  hurdles, 
cricket  ball  and  high  jump,  and  thirds  in  the  broad  jump  and 
javelin. 

The  intermediate  championship  was  won  by  Wilkinson. 
9  points.  Allen  iii  came  a  close  second  with  8  points.  The  contest 
between  these  two  was  very  keen.  The  champion  gained  a  first 
in  the  100  yards,  seconds  in  the  220.  high  jump  and  broad  jump. 

Martin  i  won  the  junior  championship  with  12  points,  and 
Tulk  ii  was  runner-up  with  9.  Tulk.  a  very  much  smaller  boy 
than  ]\Iartin.  always  gave  him  keen  rivalry. 

The  house  championship  went  to  the  \\'est  House  with 
50  points,  the  East  House  obtaining  34.  Considering  that  the 
latter  won  the  House  Match  at  rugby,  the  honors  have  been  fairly 
well  divided. 

The  prizes  were  presented  by  Brigadier  J.  Sutherland 
Brown.  He  lauded  the  manner  in  which  the  boys  of  today  were 
upholding  the  traditions  set  by  those  of  yesterday,  and  especially 
those  whose  names  appear  on  our  Roll  of  Service  and  its  Honor 
List.  He  deplored  the  lack  of  private  schools  in  Canada  which 
correspond  to  the  British  public  schools.  In  these  days  of 
"democracy  gone  mad"  he  thought  it  valuable  experience  for 
boys  to  undergo  strict  discipline  when  it  would  most  greatly 
affect  their  characters.  It  would  show  them  the  value  of  being 
conservative  in  an  age  which  grants  tremendous  license  to 
personal   freedom.

South  Island  Senior  Schools  Championship 

More  familiarly  knowii  as  the  Inter-Schools  Meet,  this 
competition  took  place  on  Friday.  June  10th.  It  was  again  under 
the  management  of  the  Y.,  M.  C.  A.,  who  deserve  great  credit 
for  the  efficient  way  in  which  everything  was  organized.  Although 
this  is  only  the  second  year  of  its  existence,  nevertheless  the 
meet  has  attracted  widespread  interest  and  competition  among 
the  various  schools. 

The  School.  Brentwood  College  and  \*ictoria  High  School 
were  the  major  entrants,  and  although  the  School,  who  were  the 
defending  champions,  made  a  very  gallant  struggle,  they  were 
defeated  by  a  wide  margin  of  points  by  the  older  and  more 
experienced  High  School  team.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
it  was  held  two  days  after  Sports  E5a)',  and  therefore  the  School 
team  did  not  have  a  very  long  respite.  Xevertheless  the  some- 
what easy  victory  which  fell  to  the  /High  School  in  no  way 
indicates  the  very  close  competition  afforded  by  the  School,  who 
were  placed  second  in  the  meet. 

In  the  100  yards,  which  was  the  first  event,  all  our  strings 
were  eliminated.  Xorthrop  being  a  very  close  fourth.  Also  we 
were  unable  to  gain  a  place  in  either  the  -140  yards  or  the  880 
yards,  these  events  being  captured  by  L.  Patrick  of  the  High 
School,  and  ^Mitchell  of  Brentwood,  respectively.  However,  hopes 
rose  when  Leggat  ran  a  fine  race  to  be  placed  second  in  the  120 
yard  hurdles.  This  was  followed  by  Fitzgerald's  record-breaking 
performance  in  the  shot-put.  in  which  event  Hess  also  placed 
third.  The  School  continued  to  add  to  its  growing  number  of 
points  when  Mdes  was  placed  third  in  a  stiff'  competition  in  the 
broad  jump.  Following  this  Xorthrop  won  his  heat  in  the  220 
yards  and  was  a  close  second  in  the  final,  running  an  exceedingly 
fine  race.  The  School  was  not  placed  in  the  high  jump,  in  which 
Chapman  of  Mctoria  High  set  a  new  record  of  5  feet  6  inches. 
The  final  event  and  the  most  important  was  the  medley  relay 
race,  and  those  who  saw  last  vear's  relav  will  remember  that  it 


was  in  this  event  that  the  School  won  its  great  victory.  Hill  ran 
a  fine  race  in  the  first  lap,  which  was  the  440  yards,  but  was 
outrun  by  Addison  of  the  High  School.  Northrop,  who  was 
running  the  220  lap,  started  about  ten  yards  in  the  rear  of  the 
High  and  Brentwood  men,  but  made  a  tremendous  effort  and, 
passing  the  Brentwood  man.  put  the  School  in  second  place.  This 
position  was  held  by  Leggat  in  the  1 10  yards  and  despite  McNeil's 
terrific  effort  to  overhaul  him,  ]\Iackid  finished  about  a  yard 
ahead  to  take  second  place  for  the  School.

OUR  R.  M.  C.  LETTER 

Dear  Sir : — Once  more  comes  the  time  for  our  annual  letter 
of  the  doings  over  here,  and  we  cannot  omit  the  regrets  that  two 
of  us  feel  as  we  approach  the  end  of  our  training.  We  also  feel 
that  reinforcements  should  be  sent  along,  and  cannot  understand 
why  more  young  lads  are  not  forthcoming  from  the  "Old 
School",  as  the  work  here  is  a  very  fitting  conclusion  to  that 
received  below  Tolmie's  rugged  hill.  In  case  anyone  is  under  a 
misapprehension  about  our  course,  we  had  better  make  a  few 
remarks.

The  Log  Of  The  M.  S.  "Cleodoxa" 

Shortlv  after  noon  on  Easter  Sunday  a  group  of  sixteen 
boys  and  five  men  stood  on  the  wharf  of  the  Royal  Mctoria 
Yacht  Club.  It  required  but  a  glance  to  see  that  the  party  was 
prepared  for  a  pleasure  trip.  All  were  dressed  in  the  most 
dilapidated  outfit  possible.  The  expressions  on  the  boys'  faces 
diflfered.  as  thev  exchanged  ideas  on  the  subject  of  their  expedi- 
tion. Apparently  the  ideas  on  the  forthcoming  voyage,  judging 
from  the  bovs"  expressions,  did  not  agree.  The  Juniors,  at  least, 
seemed  eage'r  to  be  on  their  way.  As  for  the  Seniors,  some  wore 
a  happv  smile:  some  looked  a  trifle  sceptical,  while  a  very  few 
were  d'ecidedlv  doubtful.  These  last  few.  probably,  having  cast 
an  eye  towards  the  stormy  heavens,  were  thinking  of  their 
physical  fitness  to  undertake  such  a  trip. 

The  attention  of  all  was  centered  on  the  sixty-foot  motor 
yacht  ""Cleodoxa".  which  was  tied  to  the  wharf..  She  was  long, 
'low.  and  graceful,  with  a  white  hull  and  varnished  trimmings. 


Just  now  her  green  water-line  was  two  inches  below  water.  The 
cause  of  this  was  obvious;  the  entire  afterdeck  was  loaded  with 
provisions  enough  to  last  the  party  for  two  weeks.  The  upper 
deck  was  laden  with  the  blankets  in  which  the  party  proposed  to 
sleep.  A  sudden  stir  could  be  noticed  in  the  group,  as  a  number 
of  cases  of  ginger  ale  were  put  aboard.  Things  were  decidedly 
looking  up. 

It  was  fully  an  hour  before  the  "Cleodoxa"  was  ready  to 
sail.  During  that  time  she  took  aboard  sixty  gallons  of  gasoline 
and  eighty  gallons  of  water.  At  two-thirty  the  yacht,  with  a  crew 
of  twenty-one,  set  out  on  her  cruise.  Mr.  Sprott,  the  owner,  was 
in  charge.  He  took  the  wheel  and  headed  for  the  open  Straits. 
As  the  boat  proceeded,  Mr.  Sprott  explained  a  few  points  of 
navigation  to  the  boys  who  were  with  him  in  the  wheel-house. 

As  the  yacht  rounded  the  point  and  entered  the  Straits,  she 
encountered  a  very  rough  stretch  of  water,  a  tide-rip.  During 
this  first  encounter  with  the  waves,  one  of  the  younger  boys 
succumbed.  The  "Cleodoxa"  followed  the  channel  of  the  steamers 
plying  between  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  for  about  fifteen  knots, 
and  towards  dusk  she  pitched  and  tossed  in  the  wake  of  the 
''Prince  Henry". 

The  party's  destination  was  Montague  Harbour.  By  five 
o'clock  it  had  begun, to  rain  and  the  boys,  being  confined  below 
deck,  were  anxious  to  reach  port.  In  order  to  pass  the  time 
more  quickly,  positions  were  assigned  to  the  entire  party.  The 
"Cleodoxa"  now  boasted  a  crew  of  twenty-one,  constituted  as 
follows : — Mr.  Sprott,  Captain ;  Mr.  Beatty,  Chief  Navigating 
Officer;  Mr.  Inverarity,  Camp  Commandant;  Green.  First  ]\Iate ; 
Noble,  Second  Mate;  Allan  i.  Chief  Engineer;  Chapman  i.  Second 
Engineer;  Chapman  ii,  Third  Engineer;  Gardner,  Quartermaster 
and  Surgeon ;  Smith  i.  Chief  Steward ;  Kerfoot,  Assistant 
Steward ;  Smith  ii.  Boatswain ;  Slater  i.  Boatswain's  Mate ;  Millie, 
Sparks ;  Fitzgerald  ii.  Coxswain  and  Watchman ;  Hunt.  Assistant 
Surgeon  and  Parson ;  Inverarity,  A.B.  and  Watchman  ;  Bolton, 
A.B.  and  Watchman  ;  Dobel,  A.B.  and  Watchman  ;  Chong.  Chief 
Cook ;  Wong,  Assistant  Cook. 

The  crew  took  over  their  duties  immediately.  The  younger 
boys,  especially,  regarded  their  positions  in  all  seriousness.  About 
this  time  dinner,  the  first  meal  on  board,  was  served,  and  on  this 
occasion  all  sat  dow^n  together.  Thereafter  all  meals  were  served 
at  two  sittings ;  a  far  more  convenient  method. 

"The  "Cleodoxa",  on  entering  Montague  Harbour,  was 
greeted  from  a  motor-boat  by  ]\Iajor  Simpson.  He  guided  her  to 
an  anchorage,  about  two  hundred  yards  from  the  site  of  a  cabin. 
The  Seniors  then  went  ashore  with  their  blankets  and  prepared 
beds  on  the  hard  wooden  floor  of  the  cabin.  The  chief  attraction 
at  the  time  was  the  stove,  around  which  they  all  gathered  to  dry 
their  clothes.  The  five  Juniors  slept  on  board  the  yacht,  while 
Mr.  Inverarity  and  eleven  Seniors  remained  on  shore. 
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Monday  morning  broke,  rainy  and  dull.  Breakfast  was 
served  at  eight  o'clock.  It  was  decided  that  the  party  should 
remain  in  Montague  Harbour  for  the  day.  in  the  hope  of 
encountering  better  weather  on  the  morrow.  During  the  morning. 
"Captain"  Sprott  put  an  out-board  motor  on  one  of  the  dinghies. 
From  the  moment  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  boys  till  the 
end  of  the  trip,  the  motor  was  in  almost  continuous  use.  In  rhe 
afternoon  the  Seniors  cut  pine  boughs  to  lay  on  the  cabin  floor 
as  a  mattress.    Sleep  came  much  more  easily  that  night. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  rain  had  ceased  and  the  skies 
showed  signs  of  clearing.  The  "Cleodoxa"  was  backed  in  to  the 
pier  and  her  water-tanks  retilled  with  much  difificulty.  All  blan- 
kets were  put  aboard  and  the  yacht  proceeded  northward  to 
Retreat  Cove,  which  she  reached  just  as  the  party  was  finishing 
lunch.  There  was  no  store  or  anything  much  of  interest  there. 
The  boys  spent  the  hour  during  which  the  yacht  remained  in  dock 
in  exploring  by  land  and  water. 

From  Retreat  Cove,  the  "Cleodoxa"  returned  to  Mayne 
Island.  Here.  too.  she  stayed  only  for  little  more  than  an  hour. 
While  the  cook  took  on  a  new  supply  of  bread,  the  boys 
again  amused  themselves  by  exploring  their  surroundings.  The 
"Princess  Royal"  glided  up  to  the  dock  during  the  stay.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  village  stood  on  the  pier  and  gaped  in  awe  and 
wonder  as  the  boat  transacted  her  business  and  backed  out  into 
the  channel  again. 

That  night  was  spent  not  far  from  Montague  Harbour.  The 
Seniors  this  time  were  able  to  sleep  on  beds  with  mattresses,  in 
some  cabins  which  were  rented  for  the  night. 

Wednesday  morning  was  clear,  but  windy.  Again,  with 
much  labour,  the  ship's  water-tanks  were  filled.  The  yacht  then 
proceeded  to  Montague  Harbour,  where  the  Seniors  cleaned  out 
the  cabin  and  locked  it.  The  next  port  of  call  was  Sidney.  The 
trip  was  very  rough,  and  for  the  second  time  one  of  the  younger 
boys  felt  one  of  the  disadvantages  of  "a  life  on  the  ocean  wave". 
After  spending  about  half  an  hour  there,  the  "Cleodoxa"  started 
on  the  last  lap  of  her  cruise.  She  dropped  anchor  in  Cadboro  Bay 
at  five-thirty  that  evening. 

The  voyage,  about  which  some  had  been  so  dubious,  was 
over.  There  was  no  doubt  left  in  their  minds  now\  Everyone  had 
enjoyed  the  trip  immensely,  especially  the  boys  from  the  Prairies, 
who  probably  had  never  had  an  opportunity  to  go  on  such  a  trip 
before.  The  success  of  the  trip  was  due  to  a  great  extent  to  the 
"Captain's"  (Air.  Sprott)  fine  navigation,  and  to  the  Chief  Navi- 
gating Officer's  (^Ir.  Beatty)  never-failing  sense  of  humour.  A 
great  deal  is  due  also  to  Chong  for  his  adequate  care  of  the  boys' 
seafaring  appetites.  Last,  but  not  least,  the  thanks  of  all  who 
participated  in  the  expedition  are  due,  both  to  Mr.  Sprott  and  to 
Mr.  Beatty,  for  their  hospitality  and  kindness  in  making  so 
delightful  a  trip  possible.

A  Catastrophe 

Railwavs.  more  so  than  any  other  mode  of  transportation, 
are  the  main  arteries  of  commerce  in  a  country.  They  carry 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  passengers ;  some  who  are  travelling 
for  business  purposes  and  some  who  are  touring  the  country  for 
pleasure,  but  all  anxious  to  reach  their  destination  in  the  shortest 
possible  time.  Therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  railways  to  perform 
their  task  faithfully  and  well.  However.  Nature  in  her  wildest 
moods  wages  relentless  warfare  against  the  "Iron  Horse".  She 
hurls  avalanches  across  the  steel  pathway  and  she  turns  rivers 
loose  to  sweep  all  before  them.  The  railway  man  strives  with 
tremendous  energ\-  to  counteract  these  hindrances  to  the  welfare 
of  his  system,  but  sometimes  he  is  held  in  subjection  by  his 
great  enemy. 

It  was  during  the  early  spring  of  the  present  year  that  a 
small  rock-slide  was  reported   from  the  interior  of  the   Selkirk 
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^lountain  range.  As  these  small  "slides"  are  of  common  occur- 
rence in  the  spring,  little  attention  was  given  to  a  matter  which 
usually  is  righted  within  twenty-four  hours.  However,  days  went 
by  and  the  "small"  rock  slide,  aided  by  heavy  rains,  assumed 
alarming  proportions.  Then  a  demonstration  was  given  of  the 
marvellous  efficiency  of  a  railroad  company  when  it  is  threatened 
with  a  very  serious  loss  both  in  patronage  and  money.  Train 
despatchers  worked  frantically  to  detour  trains  by  many  and 
varied  routes,  hundreds  of  men  were  dispatched  to  the  scene  of 
the  accident,  and  long  lines  of  wrecking  trains  and  other  equip- 
ment threaded  their  way  through  the  passes  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains. 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day  after  the  slide  that 
we  arrived  at  the  little  mountain  town  of  Beavermouth.  In 
ordinary  times  a  little  hamlet  of  perhaps  fifty  souls,  but  now  it 
resembled  a  small  city.  Work  trains  were  both  entering  and 
leaving  the  railway  yards,  huge  locomotives  were  puffing  busily 
about,  and  fresh  gangs  of  men  were  constantly  being  sent  up  to 
the  rock  slide,  about  three  miles  distant.  The  actual  scene  of  the 
accident  was  at  a  spot  known  far  and  wide  among  railwaymen 
as  "Calamity  Curve".  It  was  a  sudden  turn  in  the  deep  canyon 
worn  by  the  aptly-named  Kicking  Horse  River ;  all  around  were 
tremendous  clififs  and  the  great  mountains  looked  down  from 
above  as  though  in  wonder  at  this  unwelcome  intrusion  by  Man. 

Well  might  they  look  down  in  astonishment,  for  not  since 
the  stirring  days  of  '85  had  they  witnessed  such  a  scene.  Long 
lines  of  work  trains  were  stretched  out  along  the  narrow  ledge 
upon  which  the  railway  was  built,  and  standing  on  both  sides  of 
an  enormous  pile  of  boulders  were  two  steam  shovels,  each 
capable  of  lifting  two  tons  at  a  single  scoop.  Hundreds  of  men 
of  both  Central  European  and  Japanese  origin  were  working  with 
picks  and  shovels  to  dump  loose  rock  into  the  river  below.  At 
intervals  they  would  watch  with  bated  breath  while  one  of  the 
more  adventurous  of  their  fellows  slowly  scaled  the  steep  cliff  and 
placed  dynamite  under  the  weak  and  more  dangerous  portions. 
Then  when  everyone  was  at  a  safe  distance,  the  charge  would  be 
ignited  and  tons  of  rocks  would  come  crashing  down.  Immedi- 
ately the  men  would  spring  forward  and  would  aid  the  "shovel" 
in  its  efforts  to  clear  the  track.  Sometimes  they  would  not  be 
there  long  before  there  would  be  a  warning  shout  and  they  would 
scurry  for  shelter  while  huge  boulders  came  rolling  down  and 
crashed  against  the  sturdy  side  of  the  steam  shovel.  With  a  roar 
like  a  savage  monster  it  would  hurl  itself  on  these  huge  masses, 
and  the  operator,  who  carried  his  life  in  his  hands,  would  make 
the  machine  perform  antics  which  were  almost  human  in  its 
efforts  to  push  the  debris  into  the  river. 

However,  if  the  scene  was  interesting  in  the  light  of  day.  it 
was  fraught  with  wildness  and  grandeur  at  nightfall.    The  verv 


realms  of  Beelzebub  were  transported  seemingly  to  earth.  Only 
the  immediate  vicinity  about  the  "shovels"  was  illuminated  by 
powerful  acetylene  torches.  All  around  was  an  impenetrable 
gloom,  but  the  steady  "pick,  pick"  of  shovels  was  sufficient  to 
show  that  hundreds  of  men  were  working  with  feverish  haste  in 
the  darkness.  For  this  was  to  be  the  night  of  the  final  "break 
through".  Only  a  few  yards  of  rock  separated  the  straining 
monsters  as  with  ear-splitting  clatter  and  with  flames  leaping 
from  their  funnels  they  bent  themselves  to  the  task  of  clearing 
the  last  barrier.  In  strange  contrast  to  this  noise  were  the  few 
minutes  when  it  seemed  as  though  all  had  ceased  work.  Then  the 
silence  was  only  broken  by  the  murmur  of  the  river  and  the  low 
sing-song  of  the  Japanese  workmen.  Occasionally  a  locomotive 
would  puff  away  into  the  darkness  to  procure  water  for  the 
steam  shovels,  and  its  whistle  would  be  heard  for  miles  echoing 
and  re-echoing  in  the  mountain  passes.  Or  there  would  be  a  loud 
rattle  as  more  stones  fell  to  add  to  the  cares  of  the  men,  and 
many  were  the  apprehensive  glances  cast  at  the  gloomy  cliff. 

Far  into  the  night  the  clamour  continued,  and  at  3  a.m.  the 
broken  ends  of  the  iron  pathway  were  joined  anew.  A  sigh  of 
relief  went  up  from  the  men  at  the  scene,  but  also  from  coast  to 
coast,  for  it  meant  the  reorganization  of  shattered  services  and 
the  safe  and  efficient  carriage  of  thousands  of  people.  So  when 
the  first  train  sped  over  the  newly-laid  rails,  many  were  the  men 
whose  heads  touched  pillows  for  the  first  time  in  over  sixty  hours, 
but  all  were  confident  that  they  had  upheld  the  old  injunction  of 
the  first  railwav  builders — "The  road  must  go  through".

We  can  liken  the  life  in  a  school  to  that  of  a  nation,  even 
though  it  may  appear  somewhat  egotistical.  Each  of  these  has 
its  moral  code,  its  laws  and  discipline,  but  personal  freedom  is 
notably  lacking  in  one.  In  the  several  centuries  preceding  the 
present  one.  the  government  of  a  country  muzzled  the  press.  The 
School  magazine  is  read  and  approved  of.  by  one  of  the  stafif.  but 
is  it  muzzled?  [Xo.  but  some  of  its  contributors  should  be. — Ed.] 
Agitators  and  reformers  appear  in  both  State  and  School, 
although  their  agitations  are  often  severely  dealt  with  by  both 
institutions.  Politicians  are  at  the  head  of  a  nation. — for  the 
school  there  is  the  stafif  of  teachers.  Next  there  is  that  guber- 
natorial statesman,  the  headmaster,  presiding  as  judge  and 
administrator.  Then  in  order  come  the  prefects  (  call  them  defects 
if  you  wish )  who  may  be  likened  to  the  town  criers  or  a  village 
constabulary.  This  leaves  the  students,  or  yoemen,  the  would-be 
"intelligentsia"  of  the  thriving  "nation". 

Racial  jealousies  disturb  the  peace  of  a  nation;  in  a  school, 
house-jealousies  disturb  the  master's  sleep.  There  are  character- 
istics that  we  can  liken  unto  the  more  intense  racial  hatreds  and 
jealousies  existent  in  the  Indian  Caste  System.  In  the  senior 
division  of  resident  students,  the  East  House  look  upon  the  \\'est 
as  a  Brahmin  would  upon  an  outcast.  An  air  of  suspended 
hostilities  between  ambitious  dormitories  does  not  give  the  weary 
student  peaceful  repose  in  sleep. 

Next  come  the  periods  of  agony  in  the  classrooms,  where 
"Mexican  methods"  and  "obstreperous  characters"  are  efifectively 
dealt  with.  We  can  visualize  the  bell  tower  as  the  voice  of  the 
"muezzin"  calling  the  religious  to  prayer.  But  unfortunately  it 
isn't  the  student's  fault  that  he  is  "religious".  The  students  file 
into  their  classrooms  to  struggle  with  the  idiosyncracies  of  Latin 
and  Algebra.  Truly  they  feel  as  Russian  convicts  would,  while 
working  in  a  Siberian  salt  mine. 

Games  bring  relief  and  stimulation  to  the  now  thoroughly 
addle-brained  student.  To  him  they  are  what  a  bath  in  the 
Ganges  is  to  an  Indian  fanatic.  To  the  Hindu,  rivers  are  the  silver 
hairs  of  Siva  and  are  sacred  to  him.  as  games  are  to  the  student. 

During  the  many  and  tortuous  forms  of  detention,  the 
victim  plays  the  part  of  an  Armenian  road  mender,  but  feels  like 
an  unfortunate  resident  in  a  French  prison  camp.  On  the  whole, 
however,  school  life  is  not  as  degrading  as  it  is  often  represented 
to  be.  J.  M. 
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Airship  Disasters  and  the  Lesson 
They  Teach  Us 

THE  first  vehicles  to  navigate  the  air  were  balloons.  In  1306 
a  balloon  was  sent  up  in  celebration  of  the  coronation  of 
the  Emperor  Fo-Kien,  at  Peking.  This,  however  was 
mentioned  more  as  an  established  custom  than  as  a  first  attempt. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  the  Chinese,  with  their  intimate 
knowledge  of  kites  and  other  scientific  instruments  concerned 
with  the  atmosphere,  did  actually  know  how  to  construct  hot-air 
balloons.  Soon  after  1766,  Dr.  Black,  of  Edinburgh,  made  a 
skin  balloon,  which,  however,  was  too  heavy  to  be  lifted  by  the 
hydrogen  which  it  held. 

The  distinction  of  being  the  first  balloonists  to  take  to  the 
air  belonged  to  a  sheep,  a  cock  and  a  duck,  which  were  sent  up 
in  a  Alontgolfer  balloon  from  \"ersailles  in  September,  1783. 
The  balloon  descended  eight  minutes  after  the  start,  as  the  air 
inside  it  cooled,  and  the  sheep  and  the  duck  were  found  to  be 
uninjured.  The  cock,  however,  was  unwell,  and  its  condition  was 
attributed  by  learned  professors  to  the  rarified  atmosphere  above. 
Closer  investigation,  nevertheless,  indicated  that  it  had  been 
trampled  on  by  the  sheep.  The  same  year,  the  first  ascent  of 
man  was  made  in  the  same  type  of  balloon.  The  balloon  was 
attached  to  a  cord,  so  that  it  could  not  rise  more  than  one  hundred 
feet,  and  it  was  kept  at  that  height  for  nearly  five  minutes. 

In  1879,  two  Germans,  Herren  Baumgarten  and  Wolfert, 
built  the  first  airship  with  a  gasoline  motor.  This,  however,  was 
smashed  in  the  experimental  stages.  Soon  after,  Wolfert  built 
another  airship  on  the  same  lines.  This  machine  left  the  ground, 
but  the  gas  caught  fire,  and  Wolfert  and  his  assistant  were  killed. 

Apart  from  the  Montgolfer-type  balloons  which  operated  on 
the  principle  that  hot  air  is  lighter  than  cold  air,  all  balloons  are 
either  filled  with  hydrogen  or  coal  gas.  Coal  gas  being  heavier 
than  hydrogen,  airships  invariably  used  hydrogen  until  the  year 
1919,  and  therefore  all  airships  have  been  very  liable  to  destruc- 
tion by  fire  because  both  hydrogen  and  coal  gas  are  highly 
inflammable. 

The  airship  disasters  during  the  last  ten  years  have  been  very 
numerous,  and  consequently  the  last  great  disaster,  to  the  R  101, 
has  brought  up  the  question  as  to  whether  the  building  of  large 
airships  is  of  any  practical  value  whatever. 

There  are  many  disadvantages  in  airships  and  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  of  these  is  their  inability  to  withstand  a  heavy  storm. 
This  fact  was  strikingly  apparent  in  the  disaster  to  the  United 
States  naval  airship  Shenandoah,  which  broke  in  half  during  a 
storm  some  years  ago,  with  the  loss  of  fourteen  lives.  Another 
disadvantage  which  is  confined  to  airships  is  the  danger  of  fire. 
As   it   was   impossible,   until   the   last   few   years,    for   European 
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airship  builders  to  obtain  helium  gas.  they  had  to  use  the  highly 
inflammable  hydrogen  gas.  The  death  list  in  the  R  101  disaster 
would  probably  have  been  much  smaller  if  the  ship  had  contained 
helium  instead  of  hydrogen  gas. 

The  cost  of  building  and  maintaining  an  airship  is  far  out 
of  proportion  to  its  relative  usefulness  and  safety.  The  cost  of 
building  an  airship  runs  into  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  cost  of 
maintaining  one  is  enormous,  because  huge  mooring  masts  have 
to  be  constructed  at  each  place  at  which  the  airship  calls.  These 
mooring  masts  in  themselves  cost  thousands  of  dollars.  Then  on 
the  other  hand,  although  the  modern  airship  is  very  comfortable, 
it  is  by  no  means  a  safe  means  of  transportation. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  waste  space  in  an  airship  as  only  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  space  in  the  huge  gas  bag  is  used 
for  passengers.  An  undue  volume  is  given  up  to  gas  bags  and 
gasoline  tanks. 

In  conclusion,  the  disadvantages  inherent  in  airships  out- 
balance by  far  their  good  points,  and  some  of  the  major  countries 
in  the  world  are  seriously  thinking  of  giving  up  the  construction 
of  airships  altogether  and  concentrating  on  the  manufacture  of 
passenger-carrving  aeroplanes.  I.  P.

A  Day  In  An  English  School  O.  T.  C.  Camp 

Tidworth  Pennings,  Salisbury  Plain 
6.30  a.m..  a  sunny  morning  with  an  invigorating  snap  in  it. 
Over  the  hill  comes  the  clear,  sharp  notes  of  the  Cavalry  reveille. 
A    few    minutes    later   the    unwelcome    sounds    of    the    infantry 
reveille  are  heard  and  soon  the  whole  camp  is  astir. 

First  the  mess-orderlies  tumble  out  of  bed  and.  after  hastily 
donning  slacks  and  blazer,  rush  to  the  canteen  store.  Then  there 
is  a  regular  stampede  to  the  ''ablutions",  where  soap-throwing 
and  water-fighting  are  prevalent. 

After  a  while  everybody  arrives  safe  and  sound  and  clean  at 
the  tent  and  the  whole  camp  dresses  for  breakfast,  after  which 
the  platoons  line  up  and  march  to  the  mess  tent.  By  7.30  a.m. 
breakfast  is  over  and  everyone  is  busily  employed  cleaning  up 
uniforms  and  cleaning  out  the  tent.  Having  stacked  all  ones 
necessaries  in  army  regulation  style,  the  camp  awaits  "The 
inspection  of  the  lines".  After  this  laborious  job  is  completed. 
rations  for  the  day  are  given  out  and  regulation  kit  is  donned 
with  great  haste.  The  platoons  are  then  drawn  up  and  marched 
on  to  the  parade-ground,  where  we  form  line  and  await  the 
officer  commanding  in  camp  to  inspect  us.  This  inspection  lasts 
fully  an  hour,  as  there  are  in  all  16.000  schoolboys  in  camp. 
Next    we    form    "close   column"    and    march   oft    for   the    day's 
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fighting  in  battalions ;  1  and  2  usually  fought  3  and  4.  Each 
school  has  its  own  band,  and  these  are  distributed  at  short 
intervals  throughout  the  battalion  and  play  tunes  in  turn,  the 
rank  and  file  breaking  out  into  an  occasional  song.  At  last  we 
arrive  at  our  destination,  a  hill  which  has  to  be  fortified.  All 
bugles,  drums,  cymbals  and  fifes  are  hung  upon  trees  and  rifles 
or  Lewis  guns  take  their  place. 

Pickets  are  now  posted  around  the  foot  of  the  hill  to  give 
warning  of  the  enemy's  approach,  while  the  greater  part  of  the 
battalion  scales  the  treacherous  sides  of  "Hill  60". 

Presently  we  hear  a  droning  roar  in  the  distance,  which 
gradually  grows  louder,  and  an  enemy  plane  is  spied  dashing 
through  the  clouds ;  it  swoops,  as  if  to  crash  on  the  hillside, 
looses  two  sand  bombs  and  soars  into  the  air  again.  In  this 
manner  the  enemy  open  their  attack  upon  our  hill. 

We  reply  to  this  with  our  anti-aircraft  section  and  soon  drive 
our  invaders  away.  By  this  time  the  pickets  are  having  a  tough 
hand-to-hand  skirmish  with  the  enemy  outposts  and  finally  both 
parties  retreat  and  the  main  attack  starts.  Our  Lewis  gun  sections 
set  up  a  heavy  barrage  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  and  the  enemy  are 
not  able  to  advance.  At  that  moment  a  whistle  shrills,  and  the 
orderly-bugler  blows  the  "cook-house".  All  fighting  is  stopped 
and  we  sit  down  for  lunch. 

x'Vfter  lunch  we  carry  on  with  the  war  and  just  manage  to 
hold  out  until  our  tank-corps  arrives  and  annihilates  the  enemy, 
from  the  rear.  At  this  juncture  everyone  stands  up  and  rushes 
down  the  hill  to  pursue  the  enemy. 

At  4.30  p.m.  we  march  back  to  the  camp  and  have  supper. 
After  this  we  change  into  slacks  and  thoroughly  enjoy  ourselves 
until  the  "last  post"  goes  at  10. L^.  At  10.30,  "lights  out"  is 
blown,  and  so  to  bed.
